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Sag Harbor

A 43-year-old Sag Harbor man died after 
being found suffering from a gunshot wound 
on the Shinnecock Indian Reservation on Fri- 
day night, according to New York State police, 
who are investigating the case as a homicide.

DEC Sinks Barge to 


Enhance Shinnecock 
Artificial Reef 


BY OLIVER PETERSON 


The New York State Department of Environmen- 
tal Conservation (NYSDEC) purposely sank a large, 
60-foot steel barge, Shannon C, on the Shinnecock 
Reef as part of the State’s ongoing efforts to enrich 
New York’s network of artificial reefs and build a 
stronger, more diverse marine ecosystem, NYSDEC 
Commissioner Basil Seggos announced on Friday. 
The barge was used in marine construction for more 
than 30 years, working out of East Hampton and, 
notably, it served as the launchpad for fireworks 
displays in Westhampton Beach, East Hampton and 
Shelter Island. 

“This latest successful addition to the Shinnecock 
Artificial Reef helps connect a bit of the region’s 
maritime past with Long Island’s economic future,” 
Commissioner Seggos said. “The Shannon C will en- 
joy her retirement as the newest attraction for ma- 
rine life and the anglers and divers who seek a thrill.” 

Built in 1973, Shannon C is a steel deck barge 
owned by DJ Whelan Corp. It was used for building 
docks, bulkheads and revetments, launching ramps, 
and dredging in waterways throughout Long Island, 
the Hudson River, New York City, Fishers Island, 
Plum Island, Connecticut and beyond. 

“The barge Shannon C was named after our 
daughter Shannon,” owner Mary Whelan explains 
in the announcement. “Shannon grew up on the 
water and enjoyed sailing, boating, fishing, surfing, 
or simply being near the ocean. It’s fitting that her 


namesake will become part of Shinnecock artificial 


reef and, over time, provide valuable marine habitat 
and enjoyment for others who adore the ocean just 
like she did.” 

A Sag Harbor native, Shannon Cecilia Whelan died 
at the age of 38 after she suffered a cardiac arrest in 
January of 2019. She lived in Sydney, Australia. 

The NYSDEC manages 12 artificial reefs in New 
York, including two reefs in Long Island Sound, two 
in the Great South Bay, and eight in the Atlantic 
Ocean. Since 2018, New York State’s Artificial Reef 
Program has deployed a total of 521 cubic yards of 
Tappan Zee Bridge materials, 200 tons of New York 
State Department of Transportation steel pipe, col- 
umns, beams, girders and trusses, one New York 
Canal Corporation steel barge, two New York Canal 
Corporation vessels, and seven steel center-beam 
railcars on Shinnecock Reef. 

All materials were deployed under the guidance 
of the DEC Reef Program to ensure they are safély 
cleaned of contaminants prior to joining the reef. 
The Shannon C was also deemed safe before it was 
deployed last week. 

Reef construction is part of former Gov. Andrew 
Cuomo’s “NY is Open for Fishing and Hunting” ini- 
tiative, an effort to improve recreational activities 
for in-state and out-of-state visitors and to boost

tourism opportunities throughout New York. Other 
initiative programs include offering free freshwater 
fishing clinics and spending millions of dollars to re- 
pair derelict boat launches and build new launches 
all over NY State. 

The NYSDEC says the artificial reef is popular 
with local fisherman and divers, and that activ- 
ity helps the economy as people who fish or dive at 
the reefs must buy fuel, bait and tackle, and marine 
equipment — not to mention those who hire party/ 
charter and dive boats. It also claims that more than 
500,000 anglers reap the benefits of New York’s ar- 
tificial reefs, supporting the region’s growing marine 
economy which accounts for approximately 9.7 per- 
cent of Long Island’s total GDP.

Convicted of 
Murder, Sex 
Trafficking

A Bloods gang member from Calverton 
was convicted Tuesday of killing a rival, 
raping a woman, sex trafficking, illegal gun 
possession, drug dealing, racketeering and 
tampering with a witness, among other 
charges. — 

A jury found Lawrence “L Boogs,” Lewis 
guilty of the charges following a trial at Cen- 
tral Islip federal court. oe 

“Today’s verdict shows Mr. Lewis has 
very little regard for human life and demon- 
strates how truly detrimental his presence 
has been to society,” said Michael Driscoll, 
the assistant director-in-charge of the FBI’s 
New York Field Office. “He will now face the 
consequences of his actions.” 

Authorities said the 38-year-old shot and 
killed John Birt, a member of the Crips 
gang, at the Illusions Gentlemen’s Club in 
Deer Park on July 29, 2017, then texted a 
number of close acquaintances about the 


murder to say that he was “sleeping good” — 


and would “do it again.” 

He armed himself with an AR-15 as- 
sault rifle, a pistol-grip 12-gauge shotgun, a 
Mossberg .22 caliber rifle and a Ruger .45 

.caliber semi-automatic pistol, prosecutors 
said. Lewis also distributed large quanti- 
ties of cocaine base and heroin in Suffolk 
County between April 2004 and June 2019, 
according to in- 
vestigators. And 
in 2014, as retal- 
iation for a theft 
of guns, Lewis 
forced a woman 
into engaging 
in prostitution 
until she repaid 
her debt to him.

Truck Beach Trespass Cases Net Curious 


Court Request

men facing trespassing 
charges in East Hamp- 
ton Town Justice Court 
for off-roading on a dis- 
puted stretch of Napeag- 
ue beach might have 
their cases consolidated 
with a recently conclud- 
ed lawsuit over the land, 
if a group of oceanfront 
Amagansett homeown- 
ers get their way.

“Such an extraordinary and unprecedented ap- 
plication must fail because ... consolidating civil and 
criminal matters together is inappropriate, as [the] 
plaintiffs requested stay of the criminal proceedings 
while this motion is pending could affect the crimi- 
nal defendants’ right to a speedy trial,” Christopher 


~ McDonald, an attorney with the Albany-based law 


firm of Whiteman Osterman & Hanna LLP, who rep- 
resents the town in the case, wrote to the judge.

highest court, denied in September the town’s mo- 
tion to hear an appeal of a lawsuit the town lost when 
an earlier appeals ruling found the public is not al- 
lowed to drive on and fish from the beach in front of 
the oceanfront property owners’ homes, effectively 
ending the lawsuit. The town has said that it plans to 
explore condemning the 4,000-foot stretch of beach 
west of Hither Hills State. Park under eminent do- 
main, the legal process in which the government can 
seize land for public use. The fishermen maintain 
that the lawsuit kept intact an easement that allows 
them to fish from the beach, and that commercial 
fishermen need trucks to do so.

The pair, according to ProPublica, were Renco 


Group CEO Ira Rennert, who Forbes reports is worth 


$3.7 billion and owns a 63-acre oceanfront Sagapo- 
nack estate that’s one of the largest homes in the na- 
tion, and Joseph DiMenna, a $3.5 billion hedge fund 
manager and Managing Director of Zweig-DiMenna 
Associates, who has a home in Water Mill. 

“The wealthy taxpayers who received the stimulus 


checks got them because they came in under the goy- 
ernment’s income threshold,” reported ProPublica, 
which tallied 270 taxpayers who collectively disclosed 
$5.7 billion in income but still qualified for stimulus 
checks. “In fact, they reported way less taxable income 
than that — even hundreds of millions less — after 
they used business write-offs to wipe out their gains.” 

Congress passed the $2.2 trillion Coronavirus Aid, 
Relief, and Economic Security (CARES) Act and sev- 
eral follow-up spending packages to quickly provide 
economic assistance for American workers, families, 
small businesses, and industries. 

While some of those who received the payments 
later returned them, Rennert and DiMenna did not 
respond to requests for comment.

ast Wednesday afternoon, 
y wife and I took the 

Hampton Jitney from our 
home in East Hampton to 
Manhattan. We had tickets to 
see a Broadway show called Come 
From Away the next day.

It was strange coming to our apart- 
ment.

Turning the light on in the front hall, we 
saw a copy of The New York Times just 
where we had left it the last time we were 
there. The headline sort of jumped out at 
me, as did the rest of the stories on the 
front page. 

“As Buttigieg Drops Out, Biden Chia 
Sanders Into Tuesday Primaries,” was 
the front-page headline. 

The date of this paper was Monday, 
March 2, 2020. There were other front 
page headlines. 

“Death at Nursing Home as Virus 
Spreads in U. S.” The subhead was “In a 
Suburb of Seattle, a Scramble to Assess 
Emerging Ris 

“In China, Color-Coded Data Raises 
Red Flags: Alarm at Surveillance of Per- 
sonal Health.” 

“A Mission Shift for Afghanistan: 
Troops and Strikes Will Decline, if Pact 
Holds.” 

The paper's front page was yellowed 
with age. But it was folded neatly and the 
other pages were normal. Seems it had 
never been read. 

The apartment had been cleaned 
before our arrival, so it wasn’t dusty or 
anything. But everything was left right 
where it had been when we were last 
there more than a year and a half ago. 

There were condiments in the pantry, 
clothes in the closets, toothpaste and 
mouthwash on the bathroom sinks. Was 
toothpaste 20 months old any good? 
How about the mouthwash? We threw 
them out. 

What about bottles of pills? They all 
had expiration dates. One said use by 
April 2018. Everything had expiration 
dates. I went on a tear throwing things

out. There was only one sur- 
vivor — a bottle of drops for 
cleaning out earwax that 
was good until October 
2023. I couldn't recall buy- 
ing it. October 2013? Ten- 
year earwax drops? 
We did the same thing in 
the kitchen pantry. And there were 
exceptions there, too. I’m talking about 
things that were not opened. Barbecue 
sauce said to use it by April 2020. Barbe- 
cue sauce, in my view, lasts forever. And 
so do other such things. No? 

Boxes and bags of things to throw out 
got piled up. It was in some ways upset- 
ting to be doing this. I found that moths 
had eaten holes through a cashmere 
sweater. But all the other sweaters in the 
stack were OK. Could moths be picky? 

We threw the boxes and bags out into 
bins in the back hall by the back elevator. 
It felt wasteful and sad. 

The next morning, we went out and 
shopped for the things to replace what 
got thrown out. Overall, the Upper East 
Side was bustling, but there were not 
nearly the crowds from a year and a half 
ago. We'd been warned that crime was 
up and the homeless were everywhere. 
But everyone seemed happy and the only 
homeless person we saw near our apart- 
ment was sleeping on a sidewalk heating 
grate under some plastic bags on 85th 
street between Fifth and Madison. We 
walked around him. Or her. 

Some people outdoors wore masks, 
some did not. Everyone wore a mask to 
go into the stores. And as at home, many 
restaurants had curbside wooden dining 
structures for patrons. 

ACVS on Lexington at 84th Street had 
air-circulating units on the floor inside. 
Exhaust tubes went up through jagged 
holes in the dropped ceiling panels and 
thence outside. It felt healthy to be in 
there. 

Mostly it felt exciting to be out on the 
streets. Baby carriages, students, tour- 
ists taking pictures in front of the Met- 
ropolitan Museum’s giant sidewalk wa- 
terworks displays. Street food. Joggers. 
Police cars. Picnickers in Central Park. 

Wed been away so long, we'd forgotten 
just how exhilarating the city was com-

Gander, the town, sits 
alongside a giant airport now largely un- 
used, where many years ago, commercial 
aircraft that couldn’t make it across the 
Atlantic on one tank of gas used Gander 
to refuel. Now, suddenly, there’s a huge 
problem.

sky. They will be needing places to stay, 
food, beds, showers, clothing and solace. 

As the planes land, the locals at first 
balk at what is happening, then embrace 
it and welcome these strangers to their 
homes with open arms. Friendships are 
made. Officials work 18 hours without 
sleep. Even a love affair begins. Days lat-

epublicans made big gains across Long Island on 

lection Day, but the red wave was subdued on 

the East End, as the South Fork’s Democratic strong- 

holds held and some North Fork voters appear to 

have turned back the rising GOP tide, but it did flip 
the Shelter Island Town Board. 

Most stunning was the news that Republican Ray 
Tierney unseated first-term Democratic Suffolk 
County District Attorney Tim Sini and the GOP oust- 
ed enough Democratic incumbents in the Suffolk 
Legislature to seize the majority for the first time in 
16 years, unofficial early returns tallied by the Suf- 
folk Board of Elections show. 

But in the Twin Forks town-level races, results 
were more of a mixed bag, with Republicans picking 
up some seats while Democrats made gains in others. 


Most notably, the GOP appears to have won the ma- 


jority of the Shelter Island Town Board from Demo- 
crats, and Dems on the North Fork appear to have 
won two seats vacated by Republican Southold Town 
councilmen, meaning the six-member GOP-majority 
town board, which has one sitting Democrat, may 


now be tied 50/50, if the election night results hold 


after absentee ballots are counted. ' 

“I am very confident that we have awk, secured 
one council seat, one trustee seat and the highway 
superintendent, however I am optimistic that we will 
pick up another council seat, and one, possibly two 
more trustees,” says Southold Town Councilwoman 
Sarah Nappa, currently the only Democrat on the 
board. “In 2019 I was down by 47 and ended up win- 
ning in absentee count by 81, so I gained 128 votes. 
That would definitely put both of our trustees over 
the finish line.” 

Up-island and beyond, it was a different story. 
First-term Democratic Nassau County Executive 
Laura Curran is trailing Republican rival Bruce 
Blakeman, who declared victory while Curran awaits 
a tally of absentee ballots. The GOP also flipped open 
seats in the Nassau district attorney and comptroller 
races, as Republican voters surged across New York 
State and the nation a year after Democrats won the 
White House and Congress. 

While it will be a few weeks before local races that 
are too close to call are certified by elections officials, 
it’s safe to say that the East End’s two county lawmak-

ers, Suffolk Legislators Al Krupski (D-Cutchogue) 
and Bridget Fleming (D-Noyac), who were both re- 
elected, appear to now be in the minority. 

And although Tierney replaces Sini as the county’s 
new top prosecutor, in the other countywide law en- 
forcement seat on ballots, voters re-elected Suffolk 
County Sheriff Errol Toulon, a first-term Democrat 
who’s the first Black man to hold the post, which is 
headquartered in Riverhead.

EAST HAMPTON TOWN 


- Democrats in the farthest reaches of the Hamptons 
had little trouble keeping their jobs this Election Day. 


East Hampton Town Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc 


fended off two challengers. 

Democrat East Hampton Town Gonncieonian 
Kathee Burke-Gonzalez won her third four-year 
term and her running mate, Cate Rogers, a longtime 
former Zoning Board of Appeals member, captured 
the seat vacated by outgoing Councilman Jeff Brag- 
man, who ran on the Independence Party line to 
challenge Van Scoyoc instead of seeking re-election 
to the town board. 

All nine Democratic East Hampton Town Trust- 
ees candidates won, with newcomer David Cataletto 
replacing Rick Drew, a Democratic incumbent who 
ran on the Independence Party line after he was 
not nominated for re-election. The top vote get- 
ter was James Grimes, who was cross endorsed by 
Republicans. : 

Winning re-election after running unopposed 
were East Hampton Town Clerk Carole Brennan, 
East Hampton Town Superintendent of Highways 
Stephen Lynch, East Hampton Town Justice Steven 
Tekulsky and East Hampton Town Assessor Eugene 
DePasquale — all Democrats. 


RIVERHEAD TOWN 

The GOP maintained its streak as voters re-elected 
Republican Riverhead Town Supervisor Yvette Agu- 
iar over Democratic Councilwoman Catherine Kent 
by a margin of 59% to 41%. 

“The residents of Riverhead have spoken loud and 
clear,” Aguiar said. “I am profoundly honored to have 
received so much support. After the absentee ballots 
are counted, there is a possibility, the final results 
may have broken an all-time record for a Supervi- 
sor’s election bid.” 

What’s more, since Kent was the lone Democrat on 
the town board and she sought higher office instead 
of re-election, Republican Riverhead Chamber of 
Commerce President Robert Kern won the seat Kent 
left open and Republican Riverhead Town Council- 
man Kenneth Rothwell was re-elected — meaning 
all five members of the town board are in the GOP. 
Democrats trailed by more than 1,500 votes in the 
council races. 

Kent’s wasn’t the only seat Riverhead Republicans 
flipped. Republican Michael Zaleski beat Democrat 
William Renten Jr. in the race to replace retiring 


longtime Democratic Riverhead Superintendent of 


_ Highways George Woodson. 


And fending off Democratic challengers by healthy 


margins were two of the three members of the Riv-— 


erhead Board of Assessment Review (BAR), Chair 


» Laverne Tennenberg and BAR member Dana Brown, 


both Republicans. 


SOUTHAMPTON TOWN 
Republicans also flipped a few Democratic seats in 
the Town of Southampton, but not enough to upset 
the balance of power. 
Democratic Southampton Town Councilman 
Thomas Schiavoni was re-elected and Republican 
Cynthia McNamara, who chairs the East Quogue 


- Citizens Advisory Committee, won outgoing Demo- 
‘cratic Councilwoman Julie Lofstad’s seat, early re- 


turns show. In the four-way race for the two seats, 
McNamara’s GOP running mate placed third and 
Schiavoni’s running mate placed fourth. McNamara 
will join Republican Southampton Town Council- 
man Rick Lewis in the board’s GOP minority, as 
Democrats maintain a 3-2 edge. 

“I’m looking forward to serving the people of South- 
ampton Town for another two years,” says Democrat- 
ic Southampton Town Supervisor Jay Schneiderman, 
who ran unopposed, as did Southampton Town Clerk 
Sundy Schermeyer, who was cross-endorsed. 

Republican Charles McArdle, a former town police 
detective, is leading Democrat Thomas Neely, the 
town’s director of Public Transportation & Traffic 
Safety, by more than 500 votes in the race to replace 
outgoing Southampton Superintendent of Highways 
Alex Gregor, an Independence Party member. 

The GOP also added a judge to the bench in the 
town. Republican Patrick Gunn, a former Suffolk 
prosecutor, beat Democrats Adam Grossman, a for- 
mer Riverhead town prosecutor, and Shari Oster, a 
longtime attorney, by about 1,000 votes to replace 
outgoing Democratic Southampton Town Justice 
Deborah Kooperstein. Republican Southampton 
Town Justice Barbara Wilson was re-elected. 

In the Southampton Town Trustees race, three 
cross-endorsed incumbents were re-elected, as was a 
Democratic trustee, and Republican William Parash 
won outgoing former Democratic Trustee President 
Eric Shultz’s seat. 

“I think it will be a productive board,” Schneider- 
man says. 


SHELTER ISLAND TOWN 

In the East End’s least populous town, Shelter Is- 
land’s races produced a few razor-thin margins of 
victory for some GOP candidates, who appear to have 
seized control of the town board from the Democrat- 
ic majority. 

Republican Marcus Kaasik,.a town planning board 
member, is leading Democrat Barbara Jean Janfolla, 
who serves on the town’s board of assessors, by sev- 
en votes in the early returns in the race for the two 
years left on the term of former Democratic Shelter 
Island Town Councilman Mike Bebon, who resigned 
in June. Republican Town Councilwoman Amber 
Brach-Williams, the only incumbent on the ballot, 
won re-election, and Republican Margaret Larsen, 
who’s vice president of Shelter Island Sand, Gravel, 
& Contracting, won the seat held by retiring Demo- 
cratic Councilman Albert Dickson. If the victories 
survive the absentee ballot count, that will give the 
GOP a 3-2 majority on the board. 


RIVERHEAD TOWN SUPERVISOR YVETTE AGUIAR 


Republican Shelter Island Town Clerk Dorothy 
Ogar, who has held the post for more than 40 years, 
is leading Democratic challenger Kristina Martin- 
Majdisova, who works as a clerk for various town 
departments, by less than 100 votes. 

Easily sailing to re-election were Democratic Shel- 
ter Island Town Supervisor Gerard Siller, who was 
unopposed, and Assessor Patricia Castoldi and Su- 
perintendent of Highways Brian Sherman, both of 
wirom were cross-endorsed. 


SOUTHOLD TOWN 

The Southold Town Board wasn’t the only contest 
in which Democrats had the lead on election night. 

Democrat Daniel Goodwin, who works for an envi- 
ronmental services company, has a more than 300- 
vote lead over Republican Donald Grim, who owns a 
tow truck company, in the race to replace the retiring 
Republican Southold Superintendent of Highways. 
Democrats are also leading Republicans in two of 
three Southold Town Trustee seats on ballots. 

In the town board race, Democrats Brian Mealy, 
a Mattituck-Cutchogue School Board member, and 
Greg Doroski of Greenport Harbor Brewing Compa- 
ny, are leading Republicans Anthony Sannino, who 
owns Sannino Vineyard, and Gregory Williams, who 
owns Country Time Cycle, in their bid to fill seats be- 
ing vacated by GOP Southold Town Councilmen Jim 
Dinizio and Bob Ghosio. 

“Southold has been becoming increasingly Demo- 
cratic in the past few years, but we also engaged the 
electorate,” says Kathryn Casey Quigley, who chairs 
the Southold Town Democratic Committee — one of 
the few local Democratic party leaders on LI to flip 
Republican seats on election night. “We have a highly 
organized Committee that has been laser focused on 
registering and connecting with voters to flip town 
hall. This allowed us to recruit strong, dynamic can- 
didates who worked really hard, and inspired and 
motivated voters. They also coordinated extremely 
well as a slate to run a disciplined, streamlined and 
professional campaign.” 

But it wasn’t a sweep for the North Fork Dems. Re- 
publican Denis Noncarrow, the government liaison 
officer for the town’s economic development com- 
mittee, beat Democrat Candace Hall, an insurance 
broker, in the race to replace retiring Republican 
Southold Town Clerk Elizabeth Neville. 

Republicans running unopposed to re-election 
were town Board of Assessors (BAR) Chair Kevin 
Webster, BAR member Charles Sanders, Southold 
Town Justice Eileen Powers and Louisa Evans, a 
member of the town board who also presides over 
cases on Fishers Island.

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Casa Basso, Westhampton 
Restaurant with a 117-Year- 
Old Castle, Up for Sale

ee asa Basso, a Westhampton restaurant known 
not only for its longstanding Italian menu, but 
also for the 100-year-old castle and two towering 
sculptures of musketeers that also sit on the Mon- 
tauk Highway property, was officially listed for sale 
last week. 

Enzo Morabito of Douglas Elliman Real Estate 
has the listing for $6.5 million. 

Bejto Bracovic and his wife, Zyli Bracovic, whom 
most know as Julie, have been the owners since 
1986. They are only the third owners since the res- 
taurant was established in 1928. 

“For me, when I bought it, it was a dream. I never 
thought I would be able to buy it,” says Bracovic who 
started out as a dishwasher at Casa Basso 50 years 
ago. His story is the true American Dream. “That’s 
why I think I deserve to relax. Since I was 12 years 
old, I never stopped working,” the 67-year-old says. 

The Bracovics own not only a beloved Westhamp- 
ton restaurant — which they have no plans to close 
while they look for a buyer — but also a piece of his- 
tory, and a unique one at that. 

Theophilus Brouwer, a sculptor, potter and inven- 
tor, built the castle himself in 1904 to resemble one 
he remembered near Seville from his travels in 
Spain, and named it Castle Inn. 

Brouwer was known for his unique ‘haa 
firing iridescent pottery that was coated with 
transparent glaze and baked. Tiffany & Co. carried 
his bronze Hampton Ware. He became one of the 
country’s top potters and his work is considered 
quite valuable even today. 

He relocated his factory, Brou- 
wer Pottery, to Westhampton in 
1902-1903, to a small building off 
to the side of the castle. In fact, 
when Angelina “Mamma” Basso 
and Louis Basso bought the build- 
ing three decades later, according 
to Meredith Medina Murray who 
wrote a book, Around Westhampton, 
the kiln stood in the middle of what is 
now the dining room. Sitting in the dining 
room on Wednesday afternoon, Bracovic points to 
the fireplace and the decorative wall above it. “This 
was his studio,” he says. 

The Bassos, who first had a restaurant in South- 
ampton in 1923, opened the Westhampton res- 
taurant in 1928. It is said that during Prohibition 
Mamma Basso served liquor in coffee cups from

bottles hidden in a tiny 
room in the cellar. 

The pre-World War 
II menu consisted of 
spaghetti with chicken 
livers, the Italian opera 
tenor Enrico Caruso’s 
favorite, for 40. cents, 
and broiled lamb chops 
for 75 cents. A two- 
pound Montauk lobster 
: cost $1.25, according to 
the menu that is framed 
and still hanging on the 
restaurant wall. 

Valerio “René” Mon- 
dini bought Casa Basso 
in 1955, having come to 
work as a bartender for 
Mamma Basso five years earlier. An Italian im- 
migrant, he had been working in the restaurant 
business since he was 13 and only had a fifth grade 
education. Still, he taught himself English, French 
and German and worked in hotels in Paris, Monte 
Carlo and Berlin before coming to the United 
States in 1940 for the World’s Fair. 

As the story goes, he was arrested with other 
Italians while working at the Colony and was sent 
to a prison camp with 3,000 boys and eventually 
opened a restaurant for guards outside the com- 
pound in Missoula, Montana. He joined the U.S: 
military for citizenship following his release from 
prison. 

After he bought Casa Basso, he added his 
name to the sign, calling it Rene’s Casso 

Basso, says Bracovic. A matchbook from 
that era calls it, “A rendezvous for lovers 
of good food,” and touts that the facili- 
ties could hold parties for 300 people 
and that it was open year-round. 

When the Bracovics bought the busi- 
ness, they decided to just call it Casa 
Basso. 

Bracovic was born in Montenegro, Yugosla- 
via and escaped the Communist country for Italy. 
He came to the United States in 1971, staying in New 
York City at first. A friend of his was working at Casa 
Basso and suggested he come to Westhampton for 
the summer, and he began in March 1972 when he 
was just 17. He lived in the castle, which was set up 
as a dormitory for the employees. 

Mondini’s sister came from Italy to cook that sum-

mer, and Bracovic was the only one she could speak 
to in the kitchen because he spoke Italian. “When 
she left, she said to her brother, ‘I’m not coming 
back anymore, but I’m going to tell you one thing: 
Don’t let this kid get away.’ I came for one summer, 
now it’s going to be 50 years. I never left,” he says. 

‘One of the Italian waiters saw how hard he worked 
and told him, “‘Someday you're going to own this 
place.’ I told him, ‘You're out of your mind.” He was 
making $72 a week then. 

In 1976, he married Julie, who had grown up in 
the same village and came to America with her fam- 
ily. She came to work at the restaurant, too. Dur- 
ing that time, they bought a six-family house in 
Middle Village, Queens, and not only collected rent, 
but when Mondini offered to sell him the business 
in 1986 for $750,000, he sold the house so he had 
money for a down payment. 

His wife thought he was crazy, she says now, when 
he came to her with the idea to buy the restaurant. 
They had two young children, but they made it 
work, buying three acres with the restaurant and 
the castle. Monidini held the mortgage. 

The one caveat, Bracovic recalls, was that Mondi- 
ni wanted to be able to come and go from the restau- 
rant as he pleased. And, he did. For about 10 years, 
he came and made food for him and his wife and 
helped prepare sauces. The Bracovics say he refused 
to take any compensation for the help. 

When he bought the property, the castle was “fall- 
ing apart.” He put $300,000 into it for a new roof, 
beams, electric, insulation and plumbing repairs. 
“Now, it’s a fantastic thing. Believe me, when it’s 
quiet in the winter here, that pays for it,” he says 
of the castle. It is currently rented out as a bakery 
on the ground floor and there are two studio apart- 
ments upstairs. The third floor has a small studio 
with no kitchen. 

“Honestly, it was a dream come true,” Bracovic 
says. “If I had to do it over, I wouldn’t do one thing 
different. 

“I love the area, I love the people,” he says look- 
ing back on his time. “We educated our kids, we 
bought a house,” in East Quogue, “we bought this 
place. We did very well. But the most important 
part is the people, the appreciation that you get. It’s 
unbelievable.” 

The Bracovics hope that someone will buy the 
property who loves it as much as they have. 

“I hope that somebody will come in and keep it as 
a restaurant. If you're willing to work, you can make 
a good living,” he says.

1 oy Hartley returns to the cover 
of Dan’s Papers with another 
exquisite submission. Combining a 
background in graphic design and 


an appreciation for the Old Masters, 


she has shaped her still life and figu- 
-Yative paintings into unique works 
that are somehow both realistic and 
faintly surreal. Here, she discusses 
how she created this week’s cover 
art, her signature art style and more. 


What inspired this week’s 
cover art, “Knot for Sail?” 
Sailing holds a place in my heart. 
In the late "80s my husband in- 
troduced me to bareboat sailing. 
During the next decade we would 
set out by ourselves as our sailing 
adventures took us throughout the 
Caribbean Islands, the Bahamas 
and the Grenadines. As my boating 
skills improved, albeit slowly, we 
ventured on to the South Pacific, 
sailing around the Society Islands 
of French Polynesia and the islands 
of the Kingdom of Tonga, visiting 
_ places I had only dreamed of. We 
had incredibly rich experiences — 
fascinating, strange and wonderful 
— many of which are permanently 
etched in my brain. I learned a lot, 
even including how to tie a few 
knots. 


How was this piece created? 
Walk us through your process. 

I have a lot of ideas that started 
as doodles for this Knot Play series 
— which is based on using a play on 
words. After selecting the appropriate 
props for a concept, the next step is to 
arrange a setup to work out the details 
of the composition. That’s followed 
by a more refined sketch that can be 
transferred to the painting surface. 
Then the painting begins. 


What makes this artwork such 
an ideal fit for a Dan’s Papers 
cover? 

Hmm, because art is such a personal 
thing, I am just extremely flattered that 
someone has selected my paintings to ap- 
pear in your publication. 


How would you describe your art 
style, and how did you develop it? 

My style: contemporary realism with 
a touch of surrealism. When I first 
started painting, I kept trying to find 
my style. The harder I looked, the more 
it eluded me. But over time it just sort 
of appeared, and I found myself saying, 
“Oh, that looks like I painted that.” Now 
I don’t question it — I just try to continue 
to improve it. ; 


What artistic accomplishment 
are you most proud of? 

That I’m still painting and learning af- 
ter all these years.

“GINGER BEER” BY JANE HARTLEY 
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Three Parrish Artists 
Connected Through 
Time and Space

1. ast week, the Parrish Art Museum 
unveiled a trio of solo exhibitions 
featuring East End artists John Tor- 
reano, Virginia Jaramillo and Peter 
Campus that will welcome visitors 
from now through February 27. As for 
the thread of commonality that con- 
nects these artists, they've discovered 
it to be stronger than just the area they 
call home and studio. 

Torreano emerged as a painter in 
the late 1960s and has since expanded 
his works to include sculpture, relief, 
furniture and hand-blown glass. His 
signature style consists of painting 
dots in unique formations, unlike the 
uniformity found in pointillism. How- 
ever, he soon sought to go beyond his 
early compositions and looked to the 
night sky for guidance. 

“I’ve been interested in outer space 
since the early ’70s, mostly because I 
started off using dots to create an illu- 
sion of space back then,” he says. “And 
then I noticed that I was starting to be 
cliched in my distribution, so I asked 
myself, “Where are there dots in na- 
ture?’ Obviously the stars!” 

Torreano’s spacescapes range from 
abstract to recognizable snapshots 
from the Hubble Space Telescope, and 
he prefers not to be bound by scien- 
tific accuracy. Painting Outer Space/ 
Inner Space: 1989 to Present at the 
Parrish features 10 large-scale mixed 
media paintings on plywood panels 
that showcase the fruits of this unin- 
hibited mindset. 

“I don’t feel like I owe anything to 
the science of it,” he says, adding that 
space is largely a jumping off point for 
his imagination to take over. “In the 
end, I’m only trying to make paintings 
do things I haven’t seen them do, and 
if that means taking liberties with the 
imagery or the science, I don’t care. I 
use my painterly intuition to try and 
bring some kind of resolution to a 
painting.” 

If Torreano is asked what trait links 
him to his fellow Parrish artists, Jara- 
millo and Campus, the first thing that 
comes to mind is their shared genera- 
tion’s time and place in the history of 
art movements, particularly abstract 
expressionism, which he “cut (his) 
early childhood teeth on.” 


Jaramillo has lived in Hampton 
Bays for about five years since leaving 


~ her Soho residence which had gotten 


increasingly noisier over her 40 years 
there. In her East End studio, she’s 
able think and paint in peace, which 
has greatly: benefitted her work. An 
abstract painter and pioneering mini- 
malist, she draws inspiration from 
ancient cultures and mythology, scien- 
tific principles and the Japanese con- 
cept of Ma, or negative space. 

“My paintings became more simpli- 
fied, more simplified, until it was just a 
line that divided the space with a uni- 
form color field,” she explains of her 
evolution as an artist and adoption of 
Ma. “It’s about the line and the space 
and the space within that space.” 

Her Parrish exhibition is titled The 
Harmony Between Line and Space 
and features five of her latest paint- 
ings. The exhibition features two mon- 
umental contrasting works, “Quan- 
tum Entanglement” and “Quanta,” 
12-foot canvases, one black and one 
white, installed face-to-face. Her love 
of space shines through in these piec- 
es — a love born early in her youth via 
pulp science magazines, she recalls. “I 
would spend hours looking at the il- 
lustrations figuring out how they drew 
that,” she says. “How did they get this 
drawing from a scientific theory?’ And 
I guess that’s always bugged me!” 

In exploring the work of Torreano 
and Campus, Jaramillo came to the 
realization that all three home in on 
the concept of space in different ways, 
with her work having an emphasis on 
negative space. “We all seem to have 
a concern about space, whether it’s 
outer space or, like Peter (Campus), 
the space within the space we live,” 
she posits. 

The most different from his fellow 
Parrish artists, Campus is a visionary of 
the video arts. An NYC resident in the 
1970s, he began taking trips to Montauk 
and Springs for inspiration, saying what 
attracted him was “the light, the sea, 
the birds, the gestalt.” He adds, “Twenty 
three years ago we moved to Long Is- 
land. Video is light. The monitors cast 
light. My subject is light and how it af- 
fects the physical world.” 

His first video in 1971 ignited a burn- 
ing passion for the medium, which has 
evolved tremendously over his 50 years

with the medium, as has he. “My work 
has changed as the technology has 
changed,” he says. “In the ’70s, I was in- 
terested in what was unique then about 
video. ... For the last 10 years I’ve devel- 
oped something I call videographs — a 
combination of still photography and 
videography.” 

His Parrish show, When the Hurly 
Burly’s Done, showcases his 2020 
quest to encapsulate Shinnecock Bay 
on film. Nine of these continuously 
looping videographs invite viewers 
to get lost in the numerous screens 
and experience natural beauty in a 
way that has become all-too-familiar 
this past year-and-a-half. “These nine 


videographs are not so much a por- 
trait of Shinnecock Bay as nine core 
samples removed from a specific time 
and place and brought into the room 
to be observed,” he explains. “They are 
discrete objects, a transfer of duration 
and space.” 

Don’t miss these three East End art- 
ists — evolving through the same span 
of time, intrigued by space in its many 
forms — as they share their unique 
views of these concepts at the Parrish 
Art Museum.

A t the very center of down- 
own Montauk is the 


Carl Fisher Plaza. Who was 
he? He was the man who 
tried to develop the entire 
peninsula of Montauk as 
an English-style summer 
resort for the social set dur- 
ing the 1920s. He finished the 
resort. But in the end, he failed. 
Nevertheless, we honor him. 

Carl Fisher was born and raised 
in Indianapolis with a flair for busi- 
ness and adventure. As a teenager he 
dropped a sturdy bicycle off the top of 
that city’s tallest building to show how 
‘strong the bikes in his bike shop were. 
In his 20s, he got involved with auto 
racing and held the world’s auto speed 
record for two miles for a time. Then, 
seeing an opportunity, he bought the 
patent for sealed auto headlights and 
made a fortune. His next project was to 
co-found the Indianapolis Speedway. 
After that, he led a successful campaign 
~ to get the government to build the Lin- 
coln Highway connecting New York and 


California. Then he retired in Miami. 
But an uninhabited island off Florida’s 

east coast intrigued him so he bought 
it and built Miami Beach. 

One day, an employee of his 

suggested he build a summer 

resort at Montauk. This was 

in 1925. The marketing slogan 

was “Miami Beach in the Win- 
ter, Montauk in the Summer.” 
So, he came north aboard his grand 
yacht, and after being chauffeured along 
the hills and dales of that virtually unin- 
habited peninsula, he purchased nearly 
10,000.acres of it. 

Perhaps the most astonishing thing 
he did after returning to Miami Beach 
was to create a set of plans for new roads 
and resort buildings in Montauk from 
one end to the other, and then hire more 
than 800 laborers to come and build all 
of it at the same time. 

As he said, he loved to watch the dirt 
fly. 

He visited the construction of Mon- 
tauk from time to time. Between 1925 
and 1927, he built all the roads and the 
grid of streets downtown and every- 
where else. (They are there today.) He 
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dynamited an inlet to make Lake Mon- 
tauk a harbor, and constructed a yacht 
club, a golf course, outdoor and indoor 
tennis courts, a European-style Grand 
Prix race track, a polo field, and along 


, the ocean beach downtown a wooden 


boardwalk with cabanas, lockers, a cafe 
and an inground Olympic size swim- 
ming pool. : 

And there were many other buildings. 
Nearly all were in that half-timbered 
Old English style. He built the 200- 
room Montauk Manor hotel high on 
a hill; a ranch for the cattle, sheep and 
horses he would import; several half- 
timbered inns (one of which would be in 
a tiny Irish-style village of little homes 
he built called Shepherd’s Neck where, 
temporarily, the laborers would live); 
both a Protestant and Catholic church; 
several rows of stores downtown in the 
half-timbered style; a glass-enclosed 
tennis court building; nearly a dozen 
half-timbered Tudor-style mansions 
offered for sale to friends; and, on the 
plaza facing the ocean, a tall, six-story 
office building, which would be the first 
of dozens of other tall office buildings on 
the plaza to thus define the completed

resort of Montauk Beach, New York. He 
envisioned a small resort city with thou- 
sands of people. High up on the balcony 
of the penthouse apartment atop his 
six-story office building, he’d show other 
developers the commercial plots on the 
plaza available for sale. 

All this opened for business-for the 
summer of 1928. Just prior to this, a 
huge hurricane wiped out more than a 
quarter of his city of Miami Beach. Fish- 
er had to reallocate resources to Miami 
Beach, and thus held a “soft” opening 
at Montauk that summer. But then the 
Stock Market Crash of 1929 wiped him 
out entirely. In 1939, Fisher died, some 
say of drink, in Miami Beach at the age 
of 65. 

So that’s the man this plaza has been 
named for.

Sanctuary Camelback Mountain Resort and

urney’s Resorts, which includes properties in 

Montauk and Newport, Rhode Island, is ex- 
panding to the west with the acquisition of Sanctu- 
ary Camelback Mountain Resort and Spa in Para- 
dise Valley, Arizona. 

An award-winning resort, the Sanctuary sits on 
53 acres on Scottsdale’s Camelback Mountain in 
the wealthiest suburb of Phoenix. The resort offers 
a 12,000-square-foot spa, fitness center, hiking 
trails, swimming pools, tennis courts, 109 casitas 
and suites and eight private mountainside villas. 
Food Network star and executive chef Beau Mac- 
Millan lead the restaurants on the property. There 
are also 10,000 square feet of indoor and outdoor 
event space, including a 250-capacity ballroom. 

Under the new ownership, the landmark prop- 
erty will be known as the Sanctuary Camelback 
Mountain, a Gurney’s Resort & Spa. 

Gurney’s Resorts, owned by George Filopoulos 
of Metrovest Equities, Inc., and Lloyd Goldman of 
BLDG Management Co, Inc., purchased the prop- 
erty with BB Hotels, a real estate investment com- 
pany based in Scottsdale, Arizona. The financial 
terms of the deal have not been disclosed. 

“The decision to expand west was largely prop- 
erty driven,” Filopoulos told Behind The Hedges. 
“Sanctuary presented us with a unique opportunity 
that naturally aligned with the pillars we’ve used to 
build the Gurney’s brand and guide our expansion, 
including best in class features in an inspiring lo- 
cation. Scottsdale is the ideal destination for Gur- 
ney’s first resort outside the northeast as it truly 
lends itself to our signature resort experience in its 
exclusive Camelback Mountain location.” 

Gurney’s hospitality brand all started 
Montauk. 

In 1926, Maude Gurney, who lived in the fish- 
ing village, opened a small, 20-unit hotel named 
Gurney’s Inn. Nick Monte bought the modest hotel 
in 1956 and transformed it into a Montauk land- 
mark, though by the early 2000s, when Filopoulos 
bought the property, it had the reputation of a run- 
down timeshare. 

Gurney’s built the spa in 1980 with the indoor 
seawater pool at the center, which remains the 
only pool of its kind in the country. It was the first 
luxury spa on the South Fork. Just this past year, 
a major renovation of the 30,000-square-foot Sea- 
water Spa, designed by Ignacio Alonso who is also 
the talent behind AIRE Ancient Baths in Tribeca, 
was revealed. 

In fact, Filopoulos, a Montauk homeowner, reno- 
vated the property in its entirety over the last nine 
years. Gurney’s has been transformed yet again 
into a trendy destination with 158 rooms, suites 
and beachfront cottages, each with panoramic 
ocean views and access to The Beach Club, as well 
as hotspot Scarpetta right on site. 

Filopoulos also grew his hospitality portfolio in 
recent years. 

In 2017, he bought the then-Hyatt Regency New-

port on Goat Island between Newport Harbor and 
Narragansett Bay. Gurney’s Newport Resort & 
Marina is set on 10 acres just a short ride across a 
bridge from downtown Newport, and features 257 
guest rooms and suites, a full-service spa, 27,000 
square feet of event space, a seaside pavilion, a res- 
taurant and a marina that can accommodate boats 
ranging in size from 40 to 240 feet. 


Just two years later, Gurney’s purchased another 


resort, this one closer to home — six miles away, to 
be exact. The former Montauk Yacht Club, which 
dates to 1928, underwent a $13 million renovation 
to create Gurney’s Star Island Resort & Marina, a 
107-room hotel with 232 boat-slips on Lake Mon- 
tauk, which opened in 2019.

With Westroc Hospitality, 
he was said to have built it into one of the most 
highly acclaimed and award-winning resorts in 
the Southwest. 

“The Sanctuary is a treasure in our commu- 
nity,” said BB Hotels co-founder Darryl Berger, 
who also lives across the street from the hotel. 
“Arizonans, and folks from around the world, love 
this resort. My partners and I are thrilled to be 
the Sanctuary’s next stewards and we thank Mr. 
Castellini and the Westroc team for entrusting us 


with this honor.”

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East End War Relics: 
Military Hardware & 
History on Display

Wis people think of the Hamp- 
tons and North Fork, weapons of 
war would never be the first thing that 
comes to mind, but this little section of 
Long Island is more connected to the 
military than one might imagine. First, 
of course, is the Francis S. Gabreski Air 
National Guard Base in Westhampton 
Beach, and that’s not all. Montauk is 
home to an array of decommissioned 
coastal defense fortifications, includ- 
ing Camp Hero; Grumman used to 
build all kinds of war machines in 
Calverton; and anyone with a sharp 
eye will spot numerous other examples 
of military might along the roads be- 
tween these towns. Here, we examine 
a few of the standouts. 


M60 PATTON TANK 

Located outside the East Hampton 
VFW Post 550 (and Highway Restau- 
rant & Bar) at 290 Montauk Highway 
in Wainscott, this U.S. Army Model 
M60 Main Battle Tank (MBT) — un- 
officially dubbed a “Patton” tank 
— served between Vietnam and the 
1991 Gulf War. A stone marker at the 
site carries a plaque honoring “all the 
veterans who gave of themselves, that 
we remain free,” while a wooden sign 
presents details: It is powered by a 750 
HP continental diesel engine, has a 
cruising speed of 30 mph and requires 
a four-man crew. The tank has a 105 
mm cannon and two 50 cal. machine 
guns, and it weighs 57 tons. These ca- 
pable war machines combine firepow- 
er, armor and mobility to fill nearly all 
roles on the battlefield. 
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WESTHAMPTON BEACH 


75MM M1A (OR M116) PACK 
HOWITZER 

This sturdy piece of artillery sits 
proudly outside the Dayton-Soehlke- 
Ohlhorst Veterans Memorial VFW 
Post 5350 at 101 Old Riverhead Road 


in Westhampton Beach. According to. 


post commander William Hughes, the 


75mm Mi1A Pack Howitzer has been at - 


the post dating back to at least 1960, 
first at their original Quogue location 
and then moving with the post to West- 
hampton Beach nearly seven years ago. 
These guns, which were developed in 
1920 and served in conflicts from World 
War II to Vietnam, are given the “pack” 
designation because they could be dis- 
assembled and placed on a pack animal 
for easy transport across difficult ter- 
rain. They could also be towed and were 
typically deployed with airborne and 
mountain divisions. A member at Post 
5350 recently refurbished this real, but 
non-firing, piece of history. 


HC-130 HERCULES AIRCRAFT 
AND HH-3E HELICOPTER 

Two powerful examples of U.S. air 
power stand in front of the Francis S. 
Gabreski Air National Guard Base at 
150 Old Riverhead Road in Westhamp- 
ton Beach. Civilians absolutely cannot 
get too close, but the massive Lockheed 
HC-130 Hercules search and rescue air- 
craft — or “Triple Deuce,” named for its 
0222 tail number — and Sikorsky HH- 
3E “Jolly Green Giant” search and res- 
cue helicopter have a strong presence, 
even from the road. Also known as “The 
Spirit of Long Island,” the legacy model 
HC-130, went into service in 1966, fly- 
ing missions in Vietnam before joining 
the Westhampton Beach-based NY Air 
National Guard 106th Rescue Wing un- 
til it was decommissioned in 2019. The 
plane was added as a gate guardian at 
the base alongside the HH-3E on Au- 
gust 16, 2021. 


F-14A TOMCAT 


Just one part of an impressive collec- 


tion at Grumman Memorial Park in Cal-- 


verton (4670 NY-25), this F-14A Tom- 
cat served a distinguished career with 
Fighter Squadrons VF-14, VF-32, VF- 
41 and VF-84 before ending its service 
with the VF-101 Grim Reapers, based at

NAS Oceana, Virginia — and the fighter 
still wears the markings from its final 
assignment. Powered by two turbofan 
engines, each with 20,900 lbs. of thrust, 
the plane can reach a speed of Mach-2. 
For firepower, it had a M61 A1 20mm 
Vulcan cannon and any combination of 
AIM-54 Phoenix, AIM-7 Sparrow and 
AIM-9 Sidewinder missiles for air-to- 
air combat. The F-14’s wingspan is just 


over 64 feet and it is nearly 63 feet long. 


The crew included one pilot and a Radio 
Intercept Officer (RIO) who operated 
radar, weapons, communication and 
camera equipment. 


A-6E INTRUDER 

Also in Calverton’s Grumman Me- 
morial Park, this A-6E Intruder is one 
of only 95 built. These all-weather at- 
tack planes, introduced in 1960, were 
capable of delivering 28 500 Ib. bombs 
with pinpoint accuracy in day or night. 
They used minimal fuel and were able 
to fly missions to strike targets as far 
as 500 miles away from aircraft car- 
riers at sea. The crew included a pilot 
and a navigator/bombardier, and these 
planes reached maximum speeds of 
648 mph at sea level. It has a 53-foot 
wingspan and is nearly 55 feet long. The 
last A6 was retired from action in 1997. 
This particular plane was brought to the 
park in 2005 on loan from the National 
Museum of Naval Aviation. 


HUGHES AIM-54A PHOENIX 
Another interesting piece of his- 
tory in Calverton Memorial Park, the 
Hughes AIM-54A Phoenix long range 
air-to-air missile was intended for use 
with F-111B, these ended up as an in-

tegral part of the F-14’s arsenal, with 
as many as six aboard a single plane. It 
weighs 1,021 Ibs and travels at Mach-5 
with a 96-mile range. The missile is 13 
feet long and has a wingspan of 3 feet, 
and it had a 132 lb. warhead. The AIM- 
54 was retired from service in 2004, 
while F-14s continued to fly until 2006. 


WILLYS JEEP 

A classic vehicle used as the go-to 
light ground transport in World War 
II, the Willys Jeep is emblematic of 
that conflict. This example, parked at 
Behind the Fence Gallery in South- 
ampton (1547 County Road 39) has 
seen better days — and it may or may 
not have a monster behind the wheel 
at any given time — but gallery owner 
Jeremy Essay explains that it’s just a 
parts Jeep for his father’s much nicer 
version at home. Still, the Willys Jeep 
is about as American as military trans- 
port gets. Despite its lack of guns or 
ordinance, Supreme Commander of 
the U.S. military, and later president, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower named it among 
the country’s three “decisive weapons” 
in WWII, and General George Mar- 
shall called it “America’s greatest con- 
tribution to modern warfare.” It had 
4-wheel drive, it was tough and versa- 
tile, and the United States made some 
650,000 of them to move soldiers and 
officers around during the war.

Well Done: 


A WWII Memoir and 
Tribute to U.S. Aviators

E spring 2021, Orient author Nancy Hungerford 
released a dynamic, in-depth account of her 
husband Robert’s journey from carefree youth to 
embattled Naval aviator. Using his journals, she’s 
crafted a gripping tribute to him and fellow avia- 
tors that details the rigorous training, high-stakes 
missions and post-service mental toll that these 
young aces endure to serve their country. Those 
looking to recognize Veterans Day by delving into 
the stories of some of its unsung heroes should 
. consider picking up a copy of Well Done: A WWII 
Memoir (Xlibris). 


What inspired you to transform Robert’s 
writings into a memoir? 

He had kept logbooks, believe it or not, from all 
the while in the service, and he put notes in them. 
They were not allowed to keep diaries or anything, 
but many of them did in secret. When he went to 
a reunion in Pensacola — I think it was in 1985 — 
several of the guys had kept notes also. They were 
so interested in the idea that we might do a book 
that they sent all their logs and information. 

After he (Robert) passed, which was Fourth of 
July weekend 2020, I had so much material that 
I just decided that I was going to get over my, 
whatever you want to call it, grief or whatever, 
and write a tribute to him and the other guys. 
These are all what I call unsung heroes; they don’t 
have the big hoo-ha of shooting down a million 
planes, but each in their own way they were all 
heroes. 


In what ways have you shaped this book 
to serve as not just a tribute to Robert but 
to all aviators who’ve served? 

It starts out with the dilemma that so many 
young people have: a young man with no direc- 
tion, however he was fascinated with flying as a 
kid. When the government realized that, yes, we 
were probably headed toward war, they started 
civilian pilot training, because there were not 
enough pilots and they realized they were going 
to be in big trouble. So they started this civilian 
pilot training program for the college students, 
which he went into, and that was a turning point, 
as it is in so many young people’s lives when they 
suddenly focus on something, and that’s what he 
focused on. 

In his sophomore year he began his flight train- 
ing, and then, of course, soon after came Pearl 
Harbor. There were so many young men at that 
time, that generation, no matter what political 
or whatever differences people had, Pearl Harbor 
was a unifying thing and all these young men en- 
listed. 


What was it like “becoming” Robert as 
you crafted his story? 

This was the hardest part of doing a book. I have 
ghost written several books before, but this is my 
first solo thing. The hardest thing was to catch 
myself and make it his voice not mine, and it was 


very difficult. I found myself reading chapters and . 


thinking, “Uh oh, this doesn’t sound like Bob, it 
sounds like Nancy.” It was very difficult to be him 
in the book. 


What are some of the most surprising or 
interesting things you learned about Rob- 
ert that you didn’t know? 

I didn’t know that as a young man he was such 
a slacker! [laughs] Because he was a doer when I 
knew him! There weren’t many things that sur- 
prised me. There is a part in the book when he’s 
deeply in love with a young woman who turns him 
down because she’s afraid of becoming a widow, 


but other that that, his character, nothing in it was. 


a surprise to me. Some of the things that he, like 
many of these people, rarely talk about is the fact 
that he was hit (while flying) and the fright of that 


— landing his plane on a carrier of all things, not 


on the ground. 

He always remembered the Fourth of July be- 
cause that was their big mission in the Pacific; the 
battle was almost a turning point. He was always 
very quiet on the Fourth of July, and his grandson 
said it was almost poetic that he passed on Fourth 
of July weekend. 


What insights did you gain into the life of 
a Naval pilot while researching and writing 
this? 

I was amazed at how, probably like many people, 
we don’t appreciate the tremendous flying they 
had to go through, and I guess they still do. We 
think of an airline pilot — and I’m not being down- 
grading — we think of the pilot flying your airline 
planes, but these guys resented being called pilots. 
They called themselves aviators, and rightfully so. 
If you look at the flight manuals — and I have some 
of that in the book — the maneuvers that they had 
to do, and if you’ve seen airshows, you can see 
what those “pilots” are capable of. But the train- 
ing to do that and the many different planes they 
started out with: the Taildraggers, then moving 
up and moving up to the Stearman, then finally at 
that time to the Hellcat, which was the plane that 
really defeated the Japanese air force, including 
the pilots, of course. 


What is the significance behind the title 
Well Done: A WWII Memoir? 

I didn’t know what to call the book, and so many 
people came up with different names: “Wings of

Gold” like in the Navy when they earn their wings 
of gold finally after all this training. Then some- 
one said the title will be in the book. In several 
parts in the book, tragic things happen and they 
regroup, and usually the head person in command 
would say, “Well done, boys. Well done.” I thought 
that was a great title, and it’s also the personal ti- 
tle for him (Robert); it was well done. But I added 
the “WWII Memoir” because I didn’t want people 
to think this was about hamburgers. [laughs] 


What has been the most rewarding aspect 
of writing Well Done: A WWII Memoir? 

Completing it — I guess finally finishing it. He 
(Robert) suffered from dementia, and many times 
the doctor said, “Well, probably another year or 
so.” And I almost compared this to the O. Henry 
short story “The Last Leaf” where the leaf is in the 
window, and the woman doesn’t die because she 
still sees the leaf there in the window. Every time 
he took a turn for the worse, I said, “You’re not 
leaving yet, Bob, because the book isn’t finished.” 
Sadly, I didn’t finish it before he passed, but in the 
end it was paying a tribute. 


Do you have any closing thoughts you’d 
like to add? 

With Veterans Day coming up — I write a column 
for another newspaper not here but in Connecticut 
— and I was looking up doing my own column for 
Veterans Day, and I was looking up this (phrase): 
It’s the home of the free because of the brave. And 
I think all of them deserve a “thank you” no mat- 
ter what war or just being in the service. They all 
deserve a “thank you” because they’re all heroes 
who've given time out of their life to serve.

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Honor Flight Long Island 
Retakes The Skies

onor Flight Long Island,.a Southampton- 
based nonprofit that flies veterans to Washing- 
ton, D.C. to visit memorials to the wars in which they 
fought, resumed its first flight since 2019 last month. 
Nine World War II veterans — eight men and a 
woman — embarked on the group’s first trip since 
the national Honor Flight Network lifted in August 
the hold on its usually biannual flights that was en- 
acted due to the coronavirus pandemic last year. 
“We try to get these veterans to see their memo- 
rial before it’s too late,” says William Donahue, an 
organizer with the group who’s flown on more than 
two dozen honor flights since he began volunteering 
a decade ago. “It’s a great, great day. These veterans 
really have no expectation of it.” 

The program, which launched in 2005 and has 
since grown into more than 100 chapters nation- 
wide, provides veterans with an all-expense-paid 
day trip that is funded through donations and spon- 
sorships. The LI chapter took its first flight in 2007. 

Honor Flight LI typically flies 50 veterans per 
flight, each with their own Guardian — an escort, 
usually a family member or able-bodied. volunteer 
who donates $400 tax deductible to offset travel

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costs — but the pandemic- 
induced hiatus generated a 
waiting list of nine World War 
II-era veterans eager to go, so 
the group organized a special, 
smaller-than-usual flight. Most 
were in their 90s and two were 
100 years old. Upon their re- 
turn at Long Island MacArthur 
Airport in Ronkonkoma, the 
veterans were welcomed by lo- 
cal dignitaries, supporters and 
music in a show of appreciation 
for their service, as is custom- 
ary for each flight. 

Honor Flight is accepting applications from veter- 
ans of WWII, Korea and Vietnam for its next two 
flights in 2022. A reunion for past participants is 
scheduled for December 4 at the American Air Pow- 
er Museum in Farmingdale. And the group is plan- 
ning a fundraiser next summer to help afford each 
flight, which costs $20,000 per trip. 

The flights can be emotionally moving for those 
involved, whether they’ve served or are there as a 
volunteer. 

“We're entering the Vietnam phase of escorting

veterans,” Donahue said. “At the World War II me- 
morial, there’s a lot of backslapping, a lot of laugh- 
ing, a lot of funny jokes. It’s a positive experience. 
There’s not too much crying at the World War II me- 
morial. Vietnam memorial? There’s a lot of crying. 
It’s a different vibe. You don’t take selfies at the Viet- 
nam memorial. You ask permission from the veteran 
to take a photo.”

t’s an age-old ritual: Gather around 

a fire and talk. Community. Con- 
nection. Culture. 

In this case it’s “Kulture” as in 

“Kulture Collective” and it’s been hap- 

pening at the Sound View Hotel in 


Greenport since the end of August: the © 


Kulture Collective Beach Fire Series, a 
_ weekly conversation billed as “power- 
ful voices within the culture landscape 
of New York and beyond.” The series 
is open to hotel guests, or not. It’s first 
come, first serve, and the artists, writ- 
ers, architects, curators, designers and 
creatives who are booked in the series 
— whether from the East End or from 
New York City — are first rate. 

“Big culture, small towns: That’s 
what encapsulates the Beach Fire Se- 
ries, says Brian Gorman, 
a creative marketer and 
strategist who curates 
the series and who 
grew up sailing out of 
Greenport. “It’s about 
the sharing of ideas 
and it’s also about the 
interchange of ideas,” 
he says. “A big topic of 
conversation is how COVID 
has sent a lot of our big thinkers out 
of the city — which has really changed 
the dynamic of these communities.” 

Some of those big thinkers and do- 
ers have included fine arts leader Eric 
Shiner (artistic director of White Cube, 
and the director of the Andy Warhol 
Museum), Randall Griffey (curator of 
Modern and Contemporary Art at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in NYC) 
and award-winning photographer 
Nona Faustine, whose impactful work 
focuses on history and identity. East 
End authors Thomas Dyja and award- 
winning poet Fran Caspan have par- 
ticipated in the Beach Fire Series. And 
the art dealer, consultant and curator 
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Gracie Mansion, who pioneered the 
East Village art scene and continues 
to exhibit. contemporary art in the 
East Village and SoHo has been a big 
supporter. 

It all began with Gorman’s partner- 
ship and close friendship with Erik 
Warner, who bought the Sound View 
in 2016 — the same year Gorman’s par- 
ents sold their house in Orient. 

“Erik has this idea of hospitality in 
terms of a community and how we cre- 
ate hotels not only for travelers, but we 
also create them for the locations that 
they are in — which really spoke to 
me intensely,” says Gorman, who also 
kick-started a jazz residency program 
as well as the Uncommon Art resi- 
dency conjunction at the Sound View 
Hotel in conjunction with Warner's 
other property and hotel in Jackson, 
Wyoming. 

“We've had the local com- 
munity coming together 
and representing a certain 
amount of diversity,” says 

Gorman. “There’s been 
_ a lot of queer art, artists 
* and topics of conversa- 
tion about how our world is 
being diversified as our com- 

munities are.” 

On Sunday, November 14, The 
Beach Fire series at Sound View will 
wrap up its season with a talk by the 
Canadian-born curator, writer, activist 
and archivist Sur Rodney (Sur), who 
puts the “sur” in surrealist, describing 
himself as “an existentialist wearing a 
surrealist’s hat.” 

Sur, a surviving spouse of longtime 
partner Geoffrey Hendricks, an Amer- 
ican artist known for his association 
with the avant garde Fluxus move- 
ment in the mid-1960s, has indeed 
worn many creative hats — from a 
trailblazing career in the East Village 


art scene, to managing estates, curat- 


ing art shows, writing, lecturing and 


“preserving the legacy of 
contemporary artists that 
he has had a close, personal 
relationships with.” 

Sur says his work has 
been greatly influenced 
by the AIDS crisis in the 
1980s, which “affected the 
art world in a very big way. 
... That’s where the legacy 
concern comes in,” he ex- 
plains, adding, “so I’ve 
been dealing with that and 
working with that for the 
last 40 years.” 

It’s no surprise when 
asked what matters to him, 
that he answers, without missing a 
beat, “legacy ... legacy and caring. 

“All the archives I work on are really 
important and need to be preserved 
and if someone doesn’t do it, it would be 
a waste and a crime,” says Sur, who is 
working on his father’s archive at Con- 
cordia University, Geoffrey Hendricks’ 
at Northwestern University, visual 
artist Lorraine O’Grady’s at Wellesley, 
and, of course, his own legacy, among 
many other projects. “There are a lot 
of people that were with us who had 
important things that happened in his- 
tory that we can learn from and grow 
from,” he adds. 

What will Sur talk about? “I’m going 
to tell my story — about a young kid 
who ran off to New York because he 
felt that he could find his way as an out, 
flamboyant, Black homosexual in the 
art world,” says Sur, who did just that. 

Though Sur’s talk will be indoors in 
the hotel’s Lobby Café (no beach fire), 
the embers of the series will likely 
stay glowing through the spring when 
the Beach Series returns, because ac- 
cording to Brian Gorman, there’s a lot 
to look forward to year-round at the 
Sound View Hotel — the popular piano 
bar karaoke will be back and the hope 
is to book some comedy and cabaret

nights. In December, Gorman says 
they plan to have a drive-in movie the- 
ater on Saturday nights, “to check all 
the buckets of culture.” 

To those who remember the 55-room 
Sound View prior to the gut renovation 
that it went through five years ago after 
Warner took over, you'll have to adjust 
your memory. 

“It doesn’t feel like a roadside motel 
anymore, says Gorman, who says the 
renovations and “the beautiful land- 
scaping protecting the property” have 
brought it back to “very much what you 
would anticipate in a seaside modern- 
ist motel.” 

’ Add to that the year-round onsite 
restaurant The Halyard, the cultural/ 
Kultural programming, plus the artist 
residencies, and you've got a diverse, 
welcome addition to the North Fork 
and the East End.

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Nancy Burner: 


Caring for Our Elders, Protecting Families

We are living longer. Science, bet- 
ter health practices and different life- 
styles have made 80 years old a some- 
what familiar milestone in millions 
of lives. The largest growing segment 
of the population is people over 90. 
People are living longer but may need 
more assistance as they face new chal- 
lenges in health and finances. The cost 
of long-term care requires seniors to 
plan early to preserve assets. So many 
of life’s seemingly simple fundamen- 
tals — a clean home, food on the table, 
health care — require assistance. The 
big question: Who will be there to help 
me if I can’t help myself? 

Renowned elder law practitioner 
Nancy Burner, Esq. is there to protect 
her clients and see them and their 
families through the myriad challeng- 
es that aging can bring. 

Since she established the Burner 
Law Group, P.C. in 1995, she has 
earned the designation of Certified 
Elder Law Attorney (CELA). Burner’s 
experience has been recognized many 
times. Most recently, in 2020, she was 
named as the Long Island Elder Law 
Attorney of the year by this same pub- 
lication. Nancy Burner has also been 
named a Super Lawyer for the past 
14 years, which is based on a rigorous 
peer-review survey comprising more 
than 8.2 million confidential evalua- 
tions by top attorneys. 

Burner Law Group has grown to 
include estate planning and trust and 
estate administration — services that 
are needed now more than ever, and 
planning needs to begin much earlier 
than anybody would ever consider. 

“Anyone over 18 should have a living 
will, power of attorney and a health 
care proxy,” Burner says. “If COVID 
taught us anything, it is that anything 
can happen, at any time. You have to 
be prepared.” 

In 2005, she opened a Westhamp- 
ton Beach office of Burner Law Group. 
She fell in love with the village, and in 
2018 moved there full-time after rais- 
ing her family in Port Jefferson. 

“There are very few law firms on the 
East End doing what we do, and it is 
very much needed here,” Burner says. 

Too many families are unprepared 
and often think they can handle the 


difficulty of estate law and planning 


themselves. “There are a lot of forms 
on the internet, but to truly protect 
your assets, your health and your fam- 
ily, you need experienced professional 
advice, not forms. ... An experienced 
elder care and estate planning attor- 
ney understands the nuances of plan- 
ning ahead, she can advise you about 
legal ramifications and avoid unin- 
tended outcomes,” Burner explains. 
She has also been a dedicated ad- 
vocate for clients statewide, serving 
as a five-term trustee for the Lawyers’ 
Fund for Client Protection. This state- 
administered agency was created in 
1981 to protect law clients from the 
misuse of their money by dishonest 
attorneys and to promote public con- 
fidence in the administration of justice 


in New York State. 

Burner is also a past president of the 
Suffolk County Women’s Bar Associa- 
tion and a past co-chair of the Suffolk 
County Elder Law Committee. 

She has always shared her knowl- 
edge and does her best to educate 
clients, students and others in her 
practice. She frequently lectures on 
the legislative changes, financial im- 
plications and governmental benefits 
affecting the elderly and special needs 
population. In 2016, she was named 
as an Outstanding Women in Law by 
Hofstra University School of Law Cen- 
ter for Children Families and the Law. 
Later that same year, she was named 
by Manhattan Magazine as a Big Ap- 
ple Entrepreneur winner. 

Many people responded to the un- 


certainty of the COVID pandemic by 
working with Burner law Group, and 
she says the firm’s estate planning and 
administration business doubled. 

There is an increased urgency, too. 
The federal estate tax exemption — 
the amount below which your estate 
is not subject to taxes when you die 
— is going up again for 2021, because 
the amount is adjusted each year for 
inflation. As of 2021, the federal es- 
tate and lifetime gift tax exemption is 
$11,700,000 per individual. However, 
the TCJA will sunset on December, 
31, 2025. On January 1, 2026, the 
federal exemptions will be reduced to 
$5,000,000, indexed for inflation. As 
a result of this sunset provision, many 
individuals are transferring assets 
now before the exemption decreases. 

Beyond asset protection and estate 
tax savings, clients need to prepare 
for possible incapacity. Basic docu- 
ments like heath care proxies, living 
wills and powers of attorney can make 
all the difference. “Planning must be 
done now,” Burner says. “Without ad- 
vance directives, an incapacitated per- 
son may find themselves the subject of 
guardianship proceedings in Supreme 
Court.” Besides the delay, the cost and 
the expense of a guardianship pro- 
ceeding, there is a concomitant loss 
of control and the embarrassment of 
being subject to this type of proceed- 
ing. “Name the people you want to 
take care of you, at a time when you 
have the capacity to do so,” Burner 
says, urging her clients to think: “Who 
would you follow into battle? Name 
that person as your agent.” 

She continues to grow her practice 
with 39 employees and offices in New 
York City, East Setauket, Westhampton 
Beach and East Hampton. Burner Law 
Group, coincidently, is the largest all- 
female law firm in the tri-state area. 
Burner is an active member of the El- 
der Law and Trust and Estates sections 
of the New York State Bar Association, 
the Suffolk County Bar Association 
and the Real Property, the Trust and 
Probate Committee of the American 
Bar Association. She is admitted to 
practice law in the State of New York.
